have horn elim in ated. 
Specially designated m erchants 
are licensed by the State to sell

beer and wine by the package for 
consum ption off the premises on­ 
ly. T hey pay a $25 license fee. 
Difficulties with this t y p e of li­ 
cense have existed for some time 
and com plaints have come from 
m any p arts of t h e State, that cus­

C OUNTY sanitarians, -working u nder th*' 
1 supervision of county health officers 
and tho st alo d e p a rtm e n t of health, have 
boon chocking up on tho cottage and ca­ 
bin resorts of tho Upper Peninsula. In tin 
main their reports on sanitary conditions 
are favorable, and they have been able 
to m a ke many helpful suggestions. 
T here are a good 
manx 
sum m ering 
places of this ty pe in t h e peninsula which 
can m aterially better their facilities and 
com forts for the vacationist at c o m p a r a ­ 
tive!). small e x p e n s e . A cabin hod may he 
never so t lean, but if it is broken-backed, 
too hard. or full of lumps, one night will 
be enough for tho patron. He will check 
out and never com e hack, and he is sure 
to give tile place a black eye to all and 
sundry. 
Similarly, if nig ht lighting facilities are 
not such that the occupant can read or 
write with a fair degree of comfort, there 
will certainly be other disgruntled c u s to m ­ 
er,' who will 
2 o away in a knocking mood. 
C kanlinoss is absolutely essential, but it 
ranks not fur ah ead of 
c r e a tu r e com forts 
which are too often m is sing in this rap­ 
idly growing resort area. 
The proprieto r of a cabin battery, or 
the individual w ho is thinking of going 
into this line, should put himself in the 
patron s place w hen building and f u rn is h ­ 
ing ac com m odatons of this type. He will 
m ak e no m is ta k e if he carefully lists the 
essentials and th e n materializes them one, 
by one. First and foremost, 
tho 
place 
m ust be clean and kept clean. Then a safe 
w ater supply m u st be provided. After that 
come th e com fortable beds in which the 
renters Mill spend approxim ately one-third 
cf their time. chairs which will not rock 
the fram e of the sitter, a good ice box 
even th ough it is a small one, and suffi­ 
cient light for night reading or writing at 
ease. 
These things, and others such as prnper 
gc.reens and so on, are bade , hut they are 
too often lacking. If they are missing, their 
absence xviii do much to offset the en jo y ­
